The. Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. sauday Observance 
Committee is pressing its campaign to urge the U.S. Con- 
gress to deciare the slain civil rights leader's January 15th 
birthday an annual national holiday. The organization will 
sponsor 8 commemorative service Sunday, Jan. 17, at 
East High School, 1500 E. Broad St. 

Ohio is one. of a number of states that commemorate 
King's birthday with an official holiday. The holiday in this 
state is the third Monday in January. 

:. The-MLK Holiday Observance Committee was formed 
in 1975, a few months after the Ohio holiday became law.’ 
its primary purpose was to plan a citywide observance 

The organization has since expanded its $cope_ 
to include active involvement in the national lobbying 
effort to have King’s birthday recognized by the federal 
government. 

Like Ohio, Michigan, New York and West Virginia cele- 
brate King's birthday on a date other than Jan 15. The 
acual date is an official holiday in the U.S. Virgin Islands, . 
the District of Columbia, and several states, including 
California, Connecticut, Illinois, Kentucky, Massachu- 

setts, New Jersey, Rhode Island,‘ South Carolina and 
Wisconsin. 

Two bills designating a national MLK holiday have been 

introduced in each of the houses of Congress. in the 


HOUsS of Representatives, H.R. 800 is pending before the 
subcommittee on Census and Population, chaired by 
Rep. Robert Garcia o/ New York. On the Senate side, S. 93 
is awaiting consideration by the Judiciary Committee, 
under the chairmanship of Sen. Storm Thurmond of 
South Carolina. 

The local holiday observance committee is urging 
Columbus residents to write to Garcia and Thurmond, 
and to their own congressional representatives, urging 
them to support passage of the legislation. 

Franklin Countians are represented in the House by 
Robert Shamansky and Chalmers P. Wylie. Ohio’s two 
U.S-Senators are John H. Glenn and Howard : 
Metzenbaum.

Hospital’s Lifeline Eases 
Fear Of Home Emergencies 


A gentleman slips on the 
ice and falls while he is 
shoveling snow. A 75-year- 
old woman, living alone, 
tumbles down the stairs 
and can't reach the phone. 

These are frightening 
situations for. those who. 
are elderly or-handicapped 
and alone, but now Saint 
Anthony Hospital is easing 
the fear by offering a Life- 
line to immediate medical 
assistance. 

Lifeline is a prover per- 
sonal emergency response 
system that allows elderly 
and disabled persons to 
live independently in their - 
own homes while still being 
intowuc hwith help when 
needed. Saint Anthony is 
the only hospital in Colum- 
bus to offer this vital com- 
munity service. 

Residents of Franklin , 
County who are interested 
in subscribing to Lifeline 
should call Saint Anthony 
Hospital at 251-3044. 

How does Lifeline work? 
A portable help button and 
home unit are linked to a 
subscriber'stelephone 
whichis used to summon 
emergency assistance. The 
subscriber carries this 


small, wireless help button | 


in his or her pocket or 
clipped to’a piece of clo- 
thing. Whenever help is 
needed, anytime.of the day . 
or night, the subscriber 
merely pushes the button 
which then activates the 
home unit attached to the 
telephone and automati- 
cally contacts Saint 
Anthony Hospital. 

This Lifeline home unit 
Gan-work even it the phone 
is off-the-hook and during 
a power failure. When the 
portable -help button is 
activated, acode number at 
Saint Anthony will locate 
the subscriber's medical 
history. 

Trained personnel are on 
duty day and night at the 
Saint-Anthony emergency 
response center. When a 
signal for help is received 
they immediately try to call 
the subscriber to deter- 
mine exactly what is 
needed. Should they be 
unable to reach the- sub- 
scriber by telephone, a 
friend or relative who has 
been selected in advance 
‘to be called in case of an 
emergency is contacted. 
When this individual 
arrives at the subscriber's 
home, he or she signals 
Saint Anthony Hospital by 
resetting the Lifeline unit. 
Saint Anthoriy then calls to 
see what kind: of help is 
needed. If medical assist- 
ance is required, the sub- 
scriber is taken to the hos- 
pital by the friend or 
relative or an emergency 
vehicle is called.

tract Compliance Programs (OFCCP). The 
White House alleges that these agencies have 
tied businessmen's hands with red tape and 
stymied business efficiency, Yet, recent stu- 
dies have shown this to be patently false. 


J. Clay Smith, Jr., acting chairman of EEOC, 
has disputed this directly. He notes first of all 
that he is “not willing to put a price tag on 
freedom, justice and equality.” Yet, he added, 
a 1977 study of 48 different companies, spread 
across 20 different industries, showed that 


their cost for conducting affirmative action ° 


programs was only about0.07 percent of their 
total sales. But looking at the “cost” of affirma- 
tive action from.this angle is viewing matters 
from the wrong end of the telescope. As 
Chairman. Smith has indicated, the U.S. 
Department of Labor's 1980 Current Popula- 
tion Survey data shows that because “full-time 
black wage and salary workers are not at 
employment or earning parity with other 
workers, “blacks, as a Class, receive some $19 
billion less a year than the average of full-time 
wages and salary workers.” 


Find High-Yielding Investments

Every investor should have ready reserves-- 
cash safely tucked away to handle emergen- 
cies. Ready reserve investments must be liq- 
uid and secure--relatively easy to convert into 
cash with little or no risk of principal loss. 
They should also yield enough to protect your 
capital from purchasing-power losses caused 
by inflation. 

The readiest reserve of all, of course, is cash 
in your pocket, but that produces no return at 
all. Traditional low-yielding passbook savings 
accounts area better alternative. Granted, 
there's no market risk of loss with a 
government-insured savings account, but 
when the rate of inflation exceeds your sav- 
ings account yield, your principal loses buy- 
ing power accordingly. 

Fortunately, there are many other places to 
invest your ready erves that offer varying 
degrees of liquidity’safety and high returns to 
combat inflation. Some of the most common 
ones are: ’ 

_ Money Market Funds. A regular money 
market fund pools cash from many investors 
to buy short-term top-quality securities issued 


by corporations, banks and the federal. 


government that most investors could not 
afford to’ buy on their own. There are also 
“government only" money funds that invest 
entirely in securities backed by the US. 
government. All money funds are relatively 
safe, but the government money funds are the 
safest; because of that, they generally yield a 
somewhat lower return than regular money 
funds. For high-bracket investors there are 
even tax-exempt money funds that invest in 
short-term, tax-free securities issued by state 
and local governments and their agencies. 
The return earned on these funds is exempt 
from federal and sometimes state and local 
taxes, which can be a plus if your tax bracket is 
high enough. Money fund yields fluctuate 


— daily with the general level of short-term intér- — 


est rates.

Money funds are sponsored by brokerage 


firms, mutual fund management companies 
and insurance companies, and they offer 
diversification and professional management. 
They also are highly liquid. You usually buy 
and sell shares from the fund sponsor without 
a sales charge, and almostall the funds permit 
you to write checks in minimum amounts of 
$250 to $500 or more.

Savings Certificates. Many banks and thrift 
institutions offer low-denomination small 
saver. certificates with minimum maturities of 
2% years.

month money market certificates with rates 
tied to six-month Treasury bills. 

If you take money out of a certificate early 
you receive substantially less interest, but you 
may be able to write checks or borrow against 
the certificate at a rate of 1 percent to 2 per- 
cent above-the rate you are earning on the 
deposit. Keep in mind that you cannot deduct 
the interest paid on the loan-unless you-item- 
ize your deductions, but you have to pay taxes 
on all the interest you received on the certifi- 
cate. So you could, in some cases, end up 
paying more in taxes than you received in 
interest. e - 

Congress authorized banks and thrifts to 

_ offer tax-exempt savings certificates between 
October 1, 1981 and December 31, 1982. The 
certificates must have 4 one-year maturity and 
yield interest no greater than 70 percent of the 
one-year Treasury bill rate. The interest 
earned on the certificates will be exempt from 
federal taxes, on a once-in-a-lifetime basis, up 
to $1,000 on single returns and $2,000 on joint 
returns; However, you have to hold the certifi= 
cate the entire year or the tax benefits are lost.

Once, | was invited by the superintendent of 
Newark, New Jersey schools to address an 
in-service training program of administrators.

U.S. Government Securities. Treasury bills, 
sold in minimum denominations of $10,000, 
typically have a lifespan of three or six 
months. Longer-term Treasury notesrun from 
one to 10 years, and notes maturing in less 


than four years usually require_a $5,000 min-___ 


imum purchase. Interest earned on Treasuries 
is free from state and local, but not federal 
income taxes. 

Held to maturity, Treasury securities are as 
safe as the U.S. government, and they are 
readily marketable. However, prices do fluc- 
‘ttuate with changing market conditions. So if 
you have to sell before maturity you may get 
back more or less than you paid. 

The investment vehicles mentioned above _ 
all share acommop feature--they can be read- 
ily converted into cash in a short time if the 
need arises. The trade off, however, may bea 
lower return than on longer-term investments. 
But, remember, what you want is a safe place 


—for-ready reserves with-returns that-atteast- 


keep pace with inflation.

middie .class values, they assimilated into 
America's middle class bécause of their visibil- 
ity. Also, and probably more importantly, they 
were always allowed and even encouraged to 
fully participate in the governance of this 
nation. 

Blaks, on the other hand, were discouraged 
and actually denied the opportunity to partic 
pate on a national basis until .he Voting lights 
Acts of 1964. Blacks, as partly f i 
low voter registration and turnout are not now 

pating and do not see the rewards for 
participating. In Cleveland only four of ten 
blacks are registered. Fewer than two of the 
four registered voters use their voting privi- 
lege, or tess than 20% of black voters partici- 
pate in the electoral process. The day we have 
90% of blacks registered and 80% voting, there 
will be absolutely no problem with the Civil 
Service Commission. .
